A dispatch has been receïted from Colonel 
Howe, dated Mead.quárters of the combined 
Army, Laon, March 11. 

My Lord As some delay attends my com- 
munication at the mömeut with Licut. Gene. 
val the Honorable Sif C. Stewart, 1-do my- 
self the honour ta enclose to your Lordskip; 
a duplicate of my report to him of the evéntb 
that have taken place in this vicinity withiù 
these three days. It may be necessáryvat the 
Samê time to give your Lordship the following 
eutiine of the movements that preceded them; in 
the cveut of my farmer reports not having 
been yet received, The army of Silesia of 
fected'its júnctiou with the corps of Generals 
Wiuzingeroile and” Bullow at Soissons on the 
eveufng of the 3d iust.; ard on the follow. 
ing day Field, Marshall Blucher (to whom the 
komniand ‘of: the whole had been entrusted) 
tovk ‘up a position, on an extensive plateau, 
do tlie Teft atid in the rear of the town of 
Soissons; 10,000 Russian infantry, of “the 
corps of General Count Langeron, uuder tre 
orders of General Rudzewich, defeuded it. 
The town, which lies on the opposice side of 
the Aipue to that on which the arny was ik 
position, is surrounded by a broken wall arl} 
ditch, passable in many parts. ‘Ehe enemy 
attacked soon after day-light, gained posses- 
Siou of the greater part of the suburbs, and 
Îwice attacked thé town itself on opposite 
sides with heavy columns, suppressed the sce 
parate divisious of Marmont and Mortier. 
He was both times repulsed with slaughter 
amd ‘kss ; but still retained possessiun of the 
Breater part of the suburbs, uarvofcd the 
houscs, and kept up a Coustaut fire frou them 
upon the tróops ou the walls of the town, 
tili night put an eud to the contest. The 
Mussiau infantry equally nraintained theme 
5ulves in-another parts of the suburbs, and a 
few houses vuly divided the combatauts dure 
Jung Che night. ‘The Russians had more than 
1UUO men killed and wounded. The loss of 
te ener My Dist have beven greater, as:‚his 
troops were more exposcd. In the morning 
of the Gi, the enemy had given up the con. 
test, and retired. \hikst this was passing io 
the towu of Soissons, Buonaparte himself was
